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Victim of 
stabbing 
murder is 
identified 

A MAN who was stabbed to 
death at his home in Hale¬ 
sowen has been named 
locally as David Carpenter. 

Police launched a murder 
investigation after Mr Car¬ 
penter, who is in his 40s, 
was stabbed during a dis¬ 
turbance at his home in 
Graham Road on Sunday 
night. 

Police said they arrived 
at about 9pm to find the 
door forced open and Mr 
Carpenter collapsed inside. 

Despite efforts to revive 
him, he was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

Neighbours said he lived 
at the house with his wife 
and 13-year-old daughter. 

The house remains cor¬ 
doned off with police tape. 

At the time of going to 
press a 49-year-old man 
arrested on suspicion of 
murder was in custody. 

Another man, aged 28, 
arrested on suspicion of 
using violence to secure 
entry to premises, has been 
released on bail. 

Halesowen sector police 
Inspector Dez Lambert 
said: “We have police guard¬ 
ing the house and have offi¬ 
cers patrolling the area.” 

A neighbour, who did not 
wish to be named, said: 
“We’re all shocked by what 
happened, nothing like this 
happens round here.”

A FREEZE on council tax for Dudley borough residents is 
due to be approved by council bosses. Dudley Council’s 
cabinet is expected to agree to accept a one-off £2.2mil- 
lion Government grant allowing the authority to freeze 
council tax for 12 months. 

However, the council will have to make savings of £27m over the next three years. 

Plans already revealed include reducing a range of budgets from street cleaning to 
some services for children and the elderly. The proposals to freeze council tax follow 
in the wake of the borough council’s Big Question consultation with residents, the

Trial will see 
A&E sending 
cases to GPs 

PATIENTS attending the accident and 
emergency department at Russells Hall 
Hospital when they do not need to will be 
sent elsewhere for treatment under a new 
scheme, health bosses have revealed. 

The two-month trial will see patients at 
the Dudley hospital being sent back to their 
GP or pharmacist if it is decided their prob¬ 
lem is not serious enough for the A&E 
department. 

The move follows the revelation that up 
to 12 per cent of patients attending A&E did 
not need hospital treatment and that high 
demand has forced the hospital to seek extra 
staff. 

Dudley Group of Hospitals NHS Trust 
Emergency Department consultant, Dr 
Rajan Paw, explained: “Patients may think 
hospital is the best place for them, but that 
is not always the case. 

“Patients who attend with minor ill¬ 
nesses prevent doctors and nurses from see¬ 
ing those patients most in need.” 

Under the pilot scheme, senior nurses will 
assess patients on arrival at A&E to decide 
whether they need urgent treatment. 

If not, between 7.30am - 11.30am 
patients will be redirected to the most 
appropriate health professional - this could 
be a GP or pharmacist- or given advice 
about how to look after themselves.

The findings reveal the borough’s resi¬ 
dents were almost equally divided on the 
matter. 

Of those who responded, 49 per cent 
said they wanted council tax rates to 
remain the same while 51 per cent said 
they would be willing to pay more to pro¬ 
tect council services. 

Councillor Pete Lowe, said: “The con¬ 
sultation has been an extremely helpful 
and high value exercise that has helped 
inform our decision this year and will 
help us with budget setting priorities as 
we move forward. It has indicated just 
how much Dudley borough residents 
value their council services.”

More than 3,000 people took part in the 
survey during November and were asked 
for their opinion on an average council 
tax increase ranging from 43p to £1 a 
week. Mr Lowe added: “All things consid¬ 
ered, to ensure local residents are not hit 
any harder in the pocket during these dif¬ 
ficult economic times, we are proposing to 
freeze council tax this year to protect 
hard working Dudley residents.” 

And council bosses say the £6,000 spent 
on the Big Question has enabled them to 
save £350,000 that may have been spent 
on a referendum over increasing council 
tax above the government’s limit. 

Dudley residents currently pay the low¬ 
est rates in the Black Country, the second 
lowest in the West Midlands and £14 per 
month less than the national average of 
£1,444 for a band D property. 

Once the freeze plans have been passed 
by cabinet on Tuesday it will go before the 
full council on March 4 for the final deci¬ 
sion. 
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NEW recruits are learning the history of the 
region’s waterways as they train up to take 
the helm of narrowboats at a popular Dudley 
attraction. 

Dudley Canal Trust is training three new 
skippers to take trip boats out for visitors on 
canals around the Black Country. 

The two-month training regime will see 
the recruits tackling locks, learning to pilot 
boats, to dock and taking a detailed history 
lesson on the role of the waterways.

Concerns 
see £18m 
village bid 
cut down 

PLANS for an £18 million 
retirement village on the 
site of a former school in 
Cradley have been scaled 
back amid concerns from 
residents. 

There had been fears the 
proposed four-storey build¬ 
ing would tower over neigh¬ 
bouring properties. But 
developer Midland Heart 
has now submitted revised 
plans for the former Cradley 
High School site to Dudley 
Council. They have now 
designed the complex, which 
is earmarked for land off 
Homer Hill Road, to fit on 
three floors. 

Among those who had 
objected to the original pro¬ 
posals was Councillor Tim 
Crumpton, who said he was 
concerned the development 
would dominate the skyline 
and look out of place because 
of the security fencing which 
would be put around it. 

Midland Heart’s deputy 
director of new business and 
development, Nick Byrne, 
said: “We are committed to 
working with the local com¬ 
munity throughout any new 
development, and we have 
carefully listened to the con¬ 
cerns raised following 
lengthy public consultation. 

“We have worked closely 
with our partners at Dudley 
Council to make significant 
changes to the proposed 
plans. These include reduc¬ 
ing the original four-storey 
building to three floors.” 

The development will 
include 130 apartments and 
employ more than 40 staff.

Seized catering chicken 
found with salmonella 
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CONTAMINATED chicken has been stopped 
from finding its way into the nation’s sand¬ 
wiches after a crackdown by Dudley Council. 

Environmental health officers seized 16,000 bags of 
chicken in the borough that had been imported from China 
via Ireland - and discovered three-quarters of the chicken 
contained salmonella, which can cause food poisoning. 


Extension 
for dentist's 
surgery has 
green light 

PLANS to extend a dental 
surgery have been approved. 
Oakleigh Dental Practice in 
Spies Lane, Halesowen, 
applied for a single-storey 
front extension and two- 
storey rear extension. 

The extension is to allow 
the surgery to have a larger 
room for implant surgery 
and the increased staff 
needed for that. 

The proposal prompted 
four letters of objection, 
however. 

One of those objectors was 
from neighbour David Tay¬ 
lor. 

He told a meeting of Dud¬ 
ley Council’s development 
control committee he was 
worried about having the 
surgery extended. 

He added: “The extension 
would overlook my rear gar¬ 
den.” 

There had also been a 
petition against the plans 
which was signed by 44 res¬ 
idents worried about the 
lack of car-parking in the 
area. The surgery has a 
small parking area with 
room for up to three cars. 

Councillor Colin Wilson 
said: “I wasn’t too happy 
with the plans to begin with 
but when I read there will 
only be two to three patients 
a day I thought it wouldn’t 
make any difference.” 


At a hearing last week a 
district court judge ordered 
the entire 41 tons of chicken 
must be destroyed. 

At Dudley Magistrates’ 
Court, Richard Essex, for 
Dudley Council, revealed 
just how bad the situation 
could have been. 

He said: “Finnish author¬ 
ities have reported a nasty 
outbreak in the country and 
tests show the chicken was 
from the same batch.” 

The frozen cooked chick¬ 
en, worth £104,000, had 
been produced in China and 
imported into the UK by 
food brokers Food-Bridge, 
based in Ireland. 

It was being kept in a 
cold-store in Dudley and was 
bound for the catering trade. 

Its movement was stopped 
after council officers were 
tipped off by Irish authori¬ 
ties. 

Swift 

They tested the first 
batch, finding 75 per cent of 
it contaminated, and tested 
the second batch finding sal¬ 
monella in two samples. 

Councillor Tracy Wood, 
cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and culture, said: “The 
swift action taken by envi¬ 
ronmental health officers 
has undoubtedly prevented 
a potentially serious food 
poisoning outbreak.” 

District Judge Michael 
Wheeler ordered the con¬ 
taminated chicken be 
destroyed. He also awarded 
the council £2,440 in costs. 

Mr Essex said: “There 
was no blame attached to 
those importing the food. 

“They just happened to be 
the unfortunate recipient of 
this chicken and they 
weren’t the first.” 


New home is a real belter

A MARTIAL arts club in Dudley has 
secured its future after finding a new home. 

Tai Jutsu Kwai Martial Arts Centre 
reopened on the upper floor of Plaza Mall in 
Dudley last month. 

Owner James Moclair made the move 
after customers were concerned by alleged 
drug use near the centre’s former base in 
High Street. 

Mr Moclair says he has spent £3,000 con¬ 
verting the room space into a martial arts 
centre. 

He said: “I’m delighted - where we are 
now is 100 per cent better than where we 
were before, and my users agree. 

“Parents of children didn’t like the former 
base and I had to take action to move to 
secure our future. 

“I’ve been running this place for 18 years, 
and I hope to continue here another long¬ 
term period.” 

The centre has about 125 members 


attending 10 different classes, which include 
Ju-Jutsu, Kempo Karate, Kids Karate and 
Ko-Budo. 

Mr Moclair, aged 56, has eight martial art 
grades and has represented England in 
World Championships, including the World 
Ju Jutso Demonstration Championships in 
1986, where he won gold.

Number 
of attacks 
on medics 
show fall 

FEWER ambulance staff are 
being assaulted at work, lat¬ 
est figures claim. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service recorded 95 
assaults on its staff between 
April and October 2012 - an 
average of almost 14 each 
month. 

This was down from 142 
during the same period in 
the previous year. Chief 
executive Anthony Marsh 
said at the organisation’s 
board meeting the figures 
were a positive sign but the 
trust was not resting on its 
laurels. 

He added: “While the fig¬ 
ures have reduced we are 
not complacent and will con¬ 
tinue to do everything we 
can to protect our staff.” 

One of the reasons for the 
decline in the number of 
assaults on ambulance staff 
could be the conflict resolu¬ 
tion training introduced at 
the trust about three years 
ago, he said. 

Last year there were also 
186 reports of verbal abuse 
on staff and 201 “near miss” 
reports. This is when an 
ambulance worker fears an 
assault is imminent but it 
does not happen. These 
numbers compared to 302 
cases of verbal abuse and 
253 near misses in 2011. 

Man, 90, hit 
by lorry dies 

A 90-year-old man has died 
after being hit by a skip 
lorry. 

He was knocked down at 
the junction of Brierley Hill 
High Street and Level Street 
last week. 

Police officers alerted to 
the accident by passers-by 
tried to save the man with 
CPR. 

He was taken to Russells 
Hall Hospital, but was pro¬ 
nounced dead on arrival. 

The driver of the skip 
lorry, believed to be in his 
50s, was taken to hospital 
for shock. 

Police closed the road for 
up to four hours, causing 
queues of traffic to build up 
around the town.

Vice girl guilty of murdering businessman

A PROSTITUTE and he 
boyfriend have been found 
guilty of murdering a former 
Dudley businessman during a 
night-time raid on his home. 

Emma Bate and Paramjit 
Singh broke into Richard Sher- 
ratt’s flat in Bridgnorth in a 
midnight robbery set up by Bate 
to fund her drug addiction. 

During the break-in, Mr Sher- 
ratt, aged 57, who had lived in 
Kinver and Stourbridge, suf¬ 
fered a total of 38 injuries 
including five blows to the head, 


a stab wound to his arm and 
wounds on his face and neck. 

The property developer died 
within an hour of the attack and 
was found the next day semi- 
naked on his blood-stained bed. 

Police said he had been the 
victim of a “callous and brutal 
ordeal”. 

Hours after the murder Bate 
and Singh were filmed on CCTV 
embracing and apparently cele¬ 
brating. At Stafford Crown 
Court Bate, formerly of 
Cannock, was found guilty of the 


murder of Mr Sherratt in June 
last year. 

Bate, aged 26, of Gladstone 
Street, Birmingham, denied 
murder, but admitted robbing 
Mr Sherratt. 

Singh, 33, of Willmore Road, 
Birmingham, admitted murder¬ 
ing, robbing and defrauding Mr 
Sherratt. 

Bate put her head in her 
hands as the jury returned its 
verdict. As she was led away she 
looked and smirked at Mr Sher¬ 
ratt’s 24-year-old daughter 


Jennie, who had been a witness. 

Judge Simon Tonking said: “I 
am bound to be sentencing both 
these defendants to life impris¬ 
onment. ” They will be sentenced 
on March 1. 

A third person, Michael 
Smith, 51, of Horton Street, 
Tipton, drove the pair to and 
from Mr Sherratt’s home in Old 
School Mews. He denied robbery 
and was found not guilty. 

As the guilty verdict was read 
out Jennie had grasped hands 
with her brother Joseph, 28.

Tory leader steps down as 
tensions grow in the party 


DUDLEY’S former council leader Councillor 
Les Jones has resigned as Conservative 
leader amid growing tensions within the 
party. 

Councillor Jones said there were personal reasons for his 
decision to quit as Tory leader, but he said there were sug¬ 
gestions he had been “failing” in his duties so had decided 
to go for the sake of party unity. The Conservative group suf-

fered the blow of losing last 
week’s council by-election, 
failing to hold on to the seat 
of long-standing councillor 
Malcolm Knowles who died 
last year. 

Dudley Council is already 
controlled by Labour after 
the Tory majority collapsed 
at last May’s elections. 

Councillor Jones said 
there were conflicting argu¬ 
ments within the group over 
their direction in the wake of 
crucial budget proposals by 
Labour, including a poten¬ 
tial council tax rise. 

“In recent months there 
has been a lot of noise from

smaller sections of our Con¬ 
servative group that I was 
failing in my role as leader,” 
he said. 

“It has impacted on the 
way that we fought the Wol¬ 
laston and Stourbridge 
Town by-election. Therefore 
I’ve taken my decision in the 
interests of party unity. 

“I had made by decision 
four or five weeks ago before 
the by-election and hadn’t 
wanted it to get in the way of 
the campaign,” he said. 

He refuted accusations 
that his leadership was 
failing, adding: “I think that 
I was an effective and hard 
working leader. 

“I brought a lot of com- 
monsense to the way the 
council performed and the 
savings made to protect 
frontline services.” 

Councillor Jones said he 
was “sad” to step down but 
was proud of his role, citing 
key regeneration schemes 
including Stourbridge’s 
Crown Centre among exam¬ 
ples of his achievements.

Ancient 
preaching 
cross is 
restored 

A MEDIEVAL preaching 
cross has been restored in 
a £12,000 church project. 

The 20ft-high cross 
which stands in the 
grounds of St Mary’s in 
Kingswinford dates to 
around 1340. 

English Heritage 
awarded a cash grant to 
pay for the extensive 
restoration work, which 
was carried out by stone¬ 
mason Brad Steele. 

The preaching crosses 
often pre-dated the 
churches and were used 
by travelling preachers. 

They were used as a 
focal where people could 
gather and listen to 
sermons or the gospels in 
the open air. 

The cross at St Mary’s 
is rumoured to have also 
been the site where sen¬ 
tences were announced 
for guilty criminals tried 
at the nearby court 
house, which still stands 
but is now a restaurant.

is unveiled 

A £2.1 MILLION project to 
build apartments for adults 
with learning disabilities in 
Dudley has been unveiled. 

Council bosses have ear¬ 
marked land in Sedgley and 
Wollaston for the housing 
developments. 

The council is now apply¬ 
ing for £385,000 from the 
Homes and Communities 
Agency (HCA) to complete 
the cost of funding the 
schemes. 

It was revealed in a report 
by Dudley Council leader 
David Sparks and Councillor 
Khurshid Ahmed. 

The authority wants to 
create six supported apart¬ 
ments, helping people with 
learning disabilities to live 
independently, and three 
general needs houses at The 
Walk, Sedgley. 

It is also proposing eight 
supported apartments in 
Norfolk Road, Wollaston. 

The report says: “There 
remains considerable 
demand for appropriate 
homes where people with 
learning disabilities can live 
independently with support. 

“The bid will provide addi¬ 
tional affordable housing, 
particularly in areas where 
there is a shortage of appro¬ 
priate dwellings. It will also 
contribute towards regener¬ 
ation and the use of infill 
land which is currently 
vacant.”

FOSTER care services in Dudley are only meeting minimum stan¬ 
dards, according to a new report which has led to inspectors ordering 
a series of improvements. 

Ofsted inspectors have rated services as “adequate” and stated foster parents 
needed more training from Dudley Council. The inspection report also highlighted 
concerns on levels of staff sickness which “has led to difficulties in completing some 
fostering tasks”. Councillor Tim Crumpton responded to the report. He said the 
authority would address all issues raised during the inspection. Inspectors Suzanne 


cars creating 
air pollution 

POLLUTION from queuing cars on roads 
in Dudley is still the main challenge to air 
quality in the borough, a report claims. 

Officials say they are doing all they can 
to tackle the issue and have improved 
monitoring levels over the past 12 months. 

Air quality will be tested at the Burnt 
Tree junction, thanks to equipment 
funded by Tesco after it built its new 
superstore. The A491 through Amblecote, 
Wordsley and Kingswinford will continue 
to be a focus for checks. 

And a station near Windmill Hill and 
Colley Gate in Cradley is analysing air 
quality after the area was identified as a 
pollution hotspot. Councillors will debate 
the air quality report at Dudley Council’s 
environment scrutiny committee tonight. 

Environment director John Millar, in 
the report, said the authority is exceeding 
levels of nitrogen dioxide at a number of 
roadside locations in the borough. 

“The major source of pollution in these 
areas has been identified as road traffic,” 
he added. 


Young and Dawn Bennett called for 
improvements to be made to training for 
foster carers and members of the foster¬ 
ing household, recruitment and docu¬ 
mentation to children. 

“The fostering service provides an ade¬ 
quate quality of care for children and 
young people,” the report states. 

“The management team is focused on 
improving and developing the fostering 
provision. 

“They understand the strengths and 
weaknesses of the service and have a clear 
awareness of the direction of travel 
required to further improve the service. 

“Foster carers are generally satisfied 
with the fostering service, although staff 
sickness has led to difficulties in complet¬ 
ing some fostering tasks. 

“As a result some foster carers have 
been unhappy with the service they have 
received. 

“Staff sickness within the authority has 
also meant that it is only recently that all 
looked-after children and young people 
have been allocated a social worker.” 

Dudley has 256 approved foster carers 
with 565 children and young people in 
care across the borough. 

Councillor Crumpton said: “We are, in 
the round, pleased with the report and the 
praise from inspectors for our education 
standards and the positive relationships 
between young people and foster carers.”

Although she and 
her mother survived, over 
the course of the war 15 
members of her family died. 

Mr Austin said: “This 
event was about remember¬ 
ing those who died and also 
thanking those local heroes, 
such as Frank Foley and the 
many other war veterans 
whom I have met.”

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Hospital trust named as 
the worst for bedsores 


THE trust that runs Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital has been named the 
worst in the country for the number 
of bedsores reported by patients. 

New figures into the number of serious ‘unto¬ 
ward’ incidents in hospitals found 192 reports of 
patients suffering bedsores, a higher rate than 
at any other NHS trust. 

But hospital chiefs say the figures are due to 
a ‘zero tolerance’ approach to the problem 
which has seen a new thorough checking system 
introduced. 

Figures show that The Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust made 307 reports of serious 
untoward incidents in a year period from 
October 2011. Out of those reports, 192 were 
pressure sores. 

Trust chief executive Paula Clark said the 
thorough new system introduced in 2011 had 
partly resulted in the rise of reports of the condi¬ 
tion. 

She said: “Pressure ulcers do account for the 
majority of our serious untoward incidents 
because it is both a Dudley Group and national 
priority to reduce the number of pressure ulcers 
patient develop. 

“We introduced a rigorous new system of 
checking pressure ulcers in January 2011 and 
included both avoidable and unavoidable pres¬ 
sure ulcers in our numbers. 

“We expected to see a rise in the numbers of 
reported pressure ulcers by our nursing teams. 
Now that our reporting is so robust, and pres¬ 
sure ulcer management is to a high quality in 
every ward with every nurse, we are seeing the 
kinds of reduction we had hoped for.”

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question over rise in tax 


A PUBLIC consultation by Dudley 
Council asking if residents would 
accept a two per cent increase or 
above in council tax will cost tax¬ 
payers up to £8,700. 

Opposition councillors say big budget 
decisions may be taken before consultation- 
dubbed The Big Question - ends. The 
council say consultation will be paid for out 
of savings by axing payments made to coun¬ 
cillors on now defunct area committees. Five 
area committees will become nine smaller 
community forum groups starting next 
month. 

The council says it will save £8,783 in a 
move to cover “all the costs of a consulta¬ 
tion” launched at the end of November after 
funding pressures on services. 

A cabinet meeting on February 12 looking 
at spending for the next 12 months takes 
place more than two weeks before consulta¬ 
tion ends on February 28. 

Tory finance spokesman, Councillor 
David Blood, in a letter to the press, said it 
was “alarming” that the meeting was on 
February 12 but paperwork for it will have 
been prepared at least 10 working days 
prior. 

“It would appear this whole exercise has 
been ill-thought-out, a waste of many thou¬ 
sands of pounds of resident’s money and a 
complete sham,” he said. 

Council finance boss Councillor Pete 
Lowe said they had a firm commitment to 
carry out a meaningful consultation and 
results would help ensure decision making 
took into account views of the people.

Pair forged 
documents 


in £22,000 
fraud case 


A COUPLE pocketed almost £22,000 in a 
“breathtaking” two-year benefits fraud at a 
string of different addresses and which 
involved forged documents, a court was told. 

Jade Brown aged 25 and ■ by John SCOtt 
26-year-old David Stone M J _ 


forged documents and 
repeatedly lied that they 
were not living together 
despite having two children, 
one of whom was born 
during the scam. 

They claimed housing and 
council tax relief, income 
support and job seekers 
allowance, even though he 
was in regular work, the 
court heard on Wednesday. 

In 2008 the couple, who 
had lived together since 
2006, moved from Henry 
Price House, Oldbury, to 
Wales after he got a new job, 
said prosecutor Mark 
Jackson. 

Brown and Stone, who 
was an assistant manager 
with Marriott Hotels in 
Swansea, continued the 
fraud following their move 
to a nearby house and per¬ 
sisted, following another job 
switch, when they moved to 
South Bank Road, Cradley 
Heath. They forged tenancy 
agreements to make it seem 
Brown was living alone and 
she said in a conversation 


with benefits staff she did 
not know Stone. 

Meanwhile, she had 
shown off their newborn 
daughter to his workmates 
and bragged on Facebook 
about them being engaged 
for years. 

She also told benefits offi¬ 
cers not to worry about state 
payouts covering only £100 
of their £150-a-week rent, 
because she would have no 
trouble making up the short¬ 
fall. 

Brown and Stone, who 
started work as a school 
caretaker after losing his 
hotel job following the dis¬ 
covery of the fiddle, admit¬ 
ted benefits fraud. Their 
home is now in Wells Road, 
Brierley Hill. 

Each was jailed for 12 
months but Brown’s sen¬ 
tence was suspended under 
supervision for 18 months, 
with 180 hours unpaid work, 
by Judge Michael Challinor, 
who told her: “The degree of 
deception used by both of 
you was breathtaking.”

Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, said: “By moving 
from a four-bedroom house 
to a one-bedroom property 
tenants could reduce their 
bills by up to £2,000 a year.”

A fit physique 
helped Paul to 
survive crash 

A CHAMPION bodybuilder who almost died 
in a horrific motorcycle crash is giving resi¬ 
dents in Halesowen the chance to shape up 
this month. 

Paul Nicholls, aged 40, from Lutley, runs 
the Workoutz gym in Grammar School Lane 
with his wife Tracey and will be offering free 
fitness classes and personal training 
throughout February. 

After being involved in a motorcycle acci¬ 
dent in 2008, Mr Nicholls wants to share his 
story with others and let them know how 
important keeping fit is. 

He suffered life-threatening injuries 
including a brain haemorrhage, damaged 
lungs, and broken bones in the smash. 
Doctors told him he only survived because of 
his physical strength and fitness. 

He said: “At the time no one thought I 
would live let alone get back to my peak 
physical fitness, but the doctors said my 
strength and muscle certainly helped my 
body recover and protected me. 

“Now Tracey and I want to encourage 
others to get fit and while I am sure they 
won’t face the horror I did, I do want them 
to know that keeping fit is vital for everyone 
in staying well and in some cases keeping us 
alive.”

While Ms Woodall would 
dance and teach, her brother 
Donald would play the saxo¬ 
phone and clarinet. It was

when Ms Woodall was in her 
40s that she set up the 
Adelphi Dance Studio on 
Beaumont Road, with her 
then husband Harry 
Hipkiss. She later married 
Frank Woodall. 

Ms Woodall of Kent Road, 
Halesowen continued to 
teach until she retired at the 
age of 81. 

Her funeral was held at 
Rowley Regis Crematorium, 
Powke Lane on Tuesday. 


'Grot spot' 
site to be 
cleaned up 

ACTION to clean up a 
disused Blackheath pub 
described as a “grot spot” 
after standing empty for 
years is finally in the 
pipeline, it has emerged.

“At the moment a meeting 
has been arranged where 
both groups will meet on site 
and look at ways any future 
improvements can be moved 
forward.” 

Outline plans for demoli¬ 
tion of the building to make 
way for 38 homes and 
garages were approved in 
2009 but no work was 
carried out. A campaign is 
under way to tidy up “grot 
spots’’sites in the area.

CALLS for elderly residents to have their say 
on the future of a care home in the Black 
Country have been made as a report into 
services is compiled. 

More than 5,000 people signed a petition opposing pro¬ 
posals to shut New Bradley Hall in Kingswinford, and 
dozens rallied to attend public meetings on the issue. Then, 


last April, Dudley Council 
dropped the plans and said 
the Compton Drive home 
would remain open to exist¬ 
ing residents and offer 
short-term respite care for 
them. 

Council bosses launched a 
wide-ranging review into 
adult services to coincide 
with the Government’s 
white paper on social care. 

Campaigners had been 
promised regular updates on 
the review to allow them to 
be part of the decision¬ 
making process. 

But campaigner Mac 
Scott MBE says they had 
been invited to only one 
meeting last year, and 
demanded more talks. 

“We had been promised 
we would be part of this 
stakeholder group but so far 
we have barely heard any¬ 
thing and only had a 
meeting,” he said. 

“All we ask is that we are 
told what is going on and are 
kept informed.”

said the future of New 
Bradley Hall is part of the 
review in the wake of pres¬ 
sure from funding cuts. 

A range of “costed 
options” will be drawn up for 
the care home before a 
report comes back to coun¬ 
cillors in the summer, he 
added. 

Councillor Waltho said a 
further stakeholder meeting 
with campaigners was 
planned during the next two 
months. 

“We have to consider serv¬ 
ices for the whole of the 
borough’s residents, not just 
New Bradley Hall,” he 
added. 

Adult social care in the 
borough had been moving 
more towards independent 
living rather than residen¬ 
tial stays within care homes. 

Five extra care housing 
schemes, with separate flats 
inside a complex, will be 
built in the borough by 2015.

FOR John Pardoe the job of 
being a milkman has not 
always been just about deliver¬ 
ing milk. 

The 67-year-old has been a friendly 
face for hundreds of customers during his 
36-year career. He has braved all weath¬ 
ers to make his deliveries during the early 
hours. 

Three days a week Mr Pardoe has 
woken up at 3am in time to get to the 
main milk depot in Wolverhampton 
before returning to Wollaston’s 
Kingsway estate where he delivers milk 
to about 250 customers. 

As many of them are elderly, he has 
always been happy to lend a helping hand 
or spend time having a chat, knowing he 
may be their only visitor that day. 

He said: “Many of my customers are in 
their 80s or 90s and you become more 
than just the milkman. 

“I’ve had one who couldn’t turn his 
heating on so I came in and helped with 
that and once we had a man who was 
unconscious on the floor and I was going 
to try and get in to help him but we had 
to call the ambulance and wait for them. ” 

Danger 

Mr Pardoe even witnessed a man with 
a gun in the area a fewyears ago, recalling 
being in his delivery van when the man 
lifted his gun up and fired three shots. 
The police were soon on the scene and Mr 
Pardoe said he was not in danger as it 
turned out to be a starter pistol but he 
said milkmen have been targets for vio¬ 
lence in the past. 

“I was in the milk float and I saw this 
man walk up to me. He fired the pistol 
three times and I saw blue flashes. I was 
so shocked about what had happened. 
The police closed the road off but they 
couldn’t find him.” When he left school, 
Mr Pardoe initially became a cabinet 
maker but struggled to make a living and 
found himself delivering milk. He said: “I 
love this job. I don’t mind the cold 
because I love the people and getting to 


know them.” During his career, he has 
seen many changes including the reduc¬ 
tion in the number of people having milk 
delivered. When he started it, he had 
almost 600 customers but the number 
has more than halved due to more people 
choosing to buy milk from supermarkets 
instead. But he said many, particularly 
his customers, still wanted their milk 
delivered as it meant they saw a friendly 
face. He said many enjoyed just having 
someone come to the door who was inter¬ 
ested in how they were doing. On his final 
day at work, Mr Pardoe, of Brambling 


Walk, Amblecote, was given cards and 
gifts from well-wishers. 

But there is one which has had taken 
pride of place on his mantelpiece - a milk 
bottle engraved especially for him by a 
grateful customer. It was created by 
Kevin Barry Crystal at a studio at the 
Ruskin Glass Centre in Wollaston. 

Mr Pardoe said: “It’s very unusual and 
has a tiny diamond embedded in the 
glass. It’s a very special gift.” 

Now he has started his retirement, he 
plans to spend more time with his wife 
June and their family.

He was the son of the 
vicar of St Mary’s Church, the Rev Henry Francis Newbolt, 
and his second wife, Emily.

Sir Rowland Hill is honoured with a plaque in Lichfield 
Street, Wolverhampton. Born in Kidderminster, he 
moved to Wolverhampton as a child. He campaigned 
for a comprehensive reform of the postal system, 
based on the concept of penny postage and prepay¬ 
ment and is regarded as the creator of the modern 
postal service. 



The Mander plaque Benjamin Mander 

Benjamin Mander, who was born in 1752 and died in 1819, 
founded a japanning and varnish manufacturing company 
with his brother John in 1773. The business became one 
of the leading varnish manufacturers. The company later 
built the Mander Centre, where his plaque is mounted and 
the family name is now inextricably linked to the city of 
Wolverhampton.

Button Gwinnett lived in Wolverhampton and married 
his wife Ann at St Peter’s Church in the city in 1757. He 
later moved to America where he became involved in 
politics, and was one of the signatories of the US Dec¬ 
laration of Independence. His plaque can be seen in 
Exchange Street, Wolverhampton. 


Society that helps put 
local history on a plate 


SUHAIL Rana is a man with a 
lot on his plate at the 
moment. Or more precisely, 
that should be plates. 

As chairman of Wolverhampton 
Civic Society, he is the ultimate custo¬ 
dian of the 90 blue plaques which 
adorn various parts of the city, but his 
work is far from complete. 

“At the moment we have got around 
half a dozen plaques waiting to go up, 
one of them will be for the Rotary Club 
of Wolverhampton, that’s something 
in progress, which we are hoping to put 
up outside the Britannia Hotel.” 

It seems that while there is a ques¬ 
tion about the future of the original

blue-plaque scheme in London, 
Wolverhampton’s version of the 
project, launched by the society’s Rudi 
Herbert in 1983, is in rude health. 

Not only are there plenty of sponsors 
willing to stump up the £500 cost of 
having a plaque installed, the society 
has also secured funding for a mobile 
phone app, which will allow people to 
access detailed information about the 
plaques’ subjects as they walk around 
the town. 

“There are always quite a few calls 
for people to be honoured,” says Mr 
Rana. “The sponsorship usually 
comes from the families or companies 
concerned.” There are now around 90 


blue plaques dotted around Wolver¬ 
hampton which, outside Birmingham, 
is by far the most popular such scheme 
around the West Midlands. 

“I think the people of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton are very proud of their city,” says 
Mr Rana. “It had many famous facto¬ 
ries like Sunbeam, and people want to 
celebrate it. 

Express & Star founder Thomas 
Graham was the first man to be hon¬ 
oured in Wolverhampton, with his 
plaque on display outside the newspa¬ 
per’s offices in Queen Street. Other 
luminaries include industrialist Ben¬ 
jamin Mander, and Button Gwinnett 
who was one of the signatories on the 
US Declaration of Independence.

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Pregnant 
women 
taking up 
vaccine 

MORE than 70 per cent of 
pregnant women in the West 
Midlands took advantage of 
the new whooping cough 
vaccine in December -17 per 
cent higher than the 
national average. 

In Wolverhampton take- 
up was 100 per cent, with all 
179 women having the 
vaccine. The city was one of 
only three PCTs in the 
country to get top marks. 

The take-up in Dudley 
borough was 76 per cent, 
and it was 61 per cent in 
Sandwell and Walsall. 

The vaccine was intro¬ 
duced last year to quell the 
rising spate of whooping 
cough cases in youngsters. 

Newborn babies cannot 
normally be vaccinated until 
they are two months old, so 
the temporary programme 
was launched for pregnant 
women in October. 

The West Midlands was 
the best-performing area in 
England with an overall per¬ 
centage of 72, compared to 
the national average of 55. 

Pleased 

But professor David Salis¬ 
bury, director of immunisa¬ 
tion at the Department of 
Health, said the figure was 
still not high enough. 

“I’m pleased that nation¬ 
ally more than half of preg¬ 
nant women took up the 
offer of the whooping cough 
vaccine in December,” he 
said. 

“But I’d urge more women 
in the West Midlands to get 
it to protect their baby.” 

In England in 2012, 14 
infants died of the disease. 


Water firm in price pledge 
to customers as bills go up 


THE average household water 
and sewerage bill in England 
and Wales will increase by 3.5 
per cent over the next year, reg¬ 
ulator Ofwat has said. 

Households will pay an average of £388 
from April 2013 to March 2014 - 0.5pc 
above the rate of inflation. 

But Severn Trent claimed that its cus¬ 
tomers in the West Midlands would con¬ 
tinue to have the lowest average 
combined household water bills in 
England and Wales over the coming year. 

Simon Mullan, the company’s credit 
manager, said: “Any price rise, however 
small, is unwelcome, but we have worked 
hard to keep bills as affordable as possible 
for our customers. 

“Our customers will be paying an 
average of 92 pence a day - that’s less 
than the average cost for a litre of bottled 
water.” 

Network 

The firm said the rise would help to 
fund an investment programme of £1.3 
million a day, which includes work with 
Centro to construct the new Midland 
Metro. 

Severn Trent Water will invest £4.2 
million to move its water and sewer pipe 
network as part of a £127 million joint 
project to bring trams back to Birming¬ 
ham’s city centre. 

Ofwat’s chief executive Regina Finn 
explained the rises. She said: “We said 
they could only increase bills in line with 
inflation. We understand there is huge 
pressure on household incomes, and any 
rise is unwelcome. Inflation is driving 
these increases.” 

“We will make sure customers get 
value for money and if companies fall 
short in delivering their promises, we will 
take action,” Mrs Finn added.

£ 157,000 
boost for 
maternity 
services 

A £157,000 cash injection to 
improve the maternity unit 
at Walsall Manor will help 
make patients’ stays as 
“comfortable as possible”, 
say hospital bosses. 

The cash has come from a 
Government grant. It has 
been earmarked for better 
en-suite rooms and to 
provide overnight accommo¬ 
dation for partners. 

Nursing and midwifery 
chief, Karen Palmer, said: 
“We are extremely pleased 
to have received this grant 
which will enable us to make 
improvements to our mater¬ 
nity services environment. 

Partners 

“These changes will have 
a positive impact not only on 
the women but also partners 
who will find a number of 
improvements, making 
their stay with us as com¬ 
fortable as possible.” 

The cash will be used to 
refurbish nine birthing 
rooms. This is to allow part¬ 
ners to stay overnight in 
comfort, along with more 
privacy for families using 
the main birthing facilities. 

The Royal Wolverhamp¬ 
ton NHS Trust, which runs 
New Cross Hospital, was 
given £170,000 for new 
parent accommodation to be 
installed in the neo-natal 
unit. Mid-Staffordshire 
NHS Foundation Trust 
received £40,000. 

The funding was ann¬ 
ounced by Health Minister 
Dr Dan Poulter, who said 
patients would see huge 
improvements.

She added: “The people of 
Sedgley are absolutely fan¬ 
tastic. The way they have 


pulled together and sup¬ 
ported us and each other has 
been amazing. It happened 
to us but it has affected 
everybody.” Miss Butler said 
the family was still taking 
things “day by day” since Mr 
Watson’s death. She added: 
“We’re a very close family.” 

More than 50 people 
attended a candlelight vigil 
at All Saints Church, 
Sedgley, in the days after his 
death. 

James Cartwright, 18, of 
Sandyfields Road, has 
pleaded guilty to murdering 
Mr Watson. Co-defendant 
Shy Ion Wishart, 19, of North 
Springfield, denies the same 
charge. 


Scheme for 
building 30 
homes will 
be realised 


FORMER industrial land in Dudley has come a 
step closer to being transformed into more 
than 30 homes as plans passed the final hurdle. 

Outline proposals had already been approved for 
development on the former Redhill Works in Prospect 
Row. But developer Reirse Ryan Limited needed to get 
permission for the appearance, layout and scale of the 


new homes as well as land¬ 
scaping. 

The scheme will include 
29 two-bedroom houses 
and five three-bedroom 
houses. They would have 
gardens with small patios. 

There will be a car park 
with 61 spaces for resi¬ 
dents and visitors. Trees 
will be planted around the 
site. 

The two-storey houses 
will be built in a cul-de-sac 
layout. 

In a report, submitted 
with the planning applica¬ 
tion, the developer says: 
“The proposal will provide

rently vacant and derelict 
site. It will have benefits 
for the appearance of the 
area as well as providing 
much needed accommoda¬ 
tion suitable for those on 
lower incomes. 

The proposal will provide 
a mix of two and three bed 
houses with gardens.” One 
letter of objection to the 
proposals had been submit¬ 
ted to the council from a 
nearby firm which was con¬ 
cerned the housing devel¬ 
opment could restrict its 
business in the future.

T he Oscars may be more in-your- 
face, but when it comes to 
understated glamour with a 
classy edge, the British Academy Film 
Awards - or Baftas, to you and us - 
win hands down.

PEUGEOT’S new 2008 super¬ 
mini crossover is aiming to 
stay ahead of the market with 
a car the length of a supermini 
but almost the height of a 
compact SUV. 

It will be 4.16m long; about 20cm 
longer than the 208 but still in super¬ 
mini territory. 

Few real details have been released, 
but the engine choices will include at 


least one sub-lOOg/km option for road 
tax-free motoring. 

The new three-cylinder petrol 
engines debuted in the 208 will also see 
service. 

Alloy wheels will be up to 17 inches 
in size, while the firm mentions ‘mud 
and snow’ tyres being available. 

Style influences appear to come from 
the RCZ coupe in the shape of a flowing 
roof line. 

The 2008 can’t copy the RCZ’s 
‘double bubble’ roof due to the expense 


of such a design, but it does take some 
inspiration from its sporty cousin. 

It is the first Peugeot to be designed 
across multiple market zones to cut 
costs, and near-identical cars will be 
built in France, China and Brazil to 
cope with demand on their respective 
continents. 

The 2008 will make its world debut 
at the Geneva Motor Show in March, 
before the order books open in June 
and the car arrives in showrooms later 
in the summer.

SO, perhaps Peter Odemwingie 
doesn’t have a monopoly on stu¬ 
pidity at Albion after all.
